WASHINGTON (AP) — Offi- 


cials say the Johnson adminis- 
tration is considering accept- 
ance of a Communist suggestion 
for a 12-hour Christmas Eve lull 
in Viet Nam fighting. 


Publicly, they are making no 


statements. Only Tuesday night,

secretary Joe Laitin said, "I 
don't have anything on that." 


But privately there is talk 


that the Communist proposal 
might be accepted by simply 
refraining from any action dur- 
ing the period if a practical 
cease-fire also is observed by 
the Communist Viet Cong guer- 
rillas and North Vietnamese 
troops. 


Sources said that a formal 


acceptance would be- highly un- 
likely since the Communist pro- 
posal came in a radio broad- 
cast, rather than through diplo- 
matic channels. 


Broadcast Proposal 


The temporary truce was pro- 


posed two weeks ago in a Red 
radio broadcast in South Viet 
Nam. The Communists offered 
to stop attacks from 7 p.m. 
Christmas Eve until 7 a.m. 
Christmas. 


A State Denartment sookes- 


man said then that the real 
Christmas present for the world 
would be peace negotiations on 
Viet Nam. At the same time, 
U.S. officials showed no desire 
to foreclose a break in .the 
fighting.

At any rate, it wasn't working. 


It marked the second consecu- 


tive time that the upper stage 
had failed. In October the tran- 


stage broke apart when one of 
two engines did not shut down.

— less than 10 per cent — and 
assets up 
to $7,000 are 
not 


counted. If the family head is 
over 55 years old. even higher 
sums are disregarded.

Fulcer indirectly used the announce- 


ment of his retirement to point out that a 
part-time county board chairman does not 
have the power nor the time to do an 
adequate job of planning, developing and 
administering the many programs which 
county 
government 
responsibility 
now 


encompasses. 


We suspect that Fulcer was suggesting 


to the county board that it implement the 
Quinn Law when .he said the job of board 
chairman should be a full-time position 
with a trained staff to assist him. It would 
be wise for the board to consider this 
before it names a new man to lead the 
county through one of its most difficult 
and challenging periods. According to the 
Quinn Law, counties with a population less 


than 500.000 can have the job of county 
administrator created by county 
board 


resolution. He can either be chosen in a 
county-wide election, or can be appointed 
by the board for a two-year term. The 
board, if it so chooses, can name the 
chairman to the full-time job for a two- 
year period. 


How much power the administrator 


would have depends on how much power 
the board would authorize. The law allows 
for 
the 
power 
to 
appoint, 
remove, 


discharge or suspend all department heads 
where the statutes provide for appoint- 
ment rather than election. The administra- 
tor also may coordinate and direct by 
order all county management functions 
which aren't vested by law as responsibili- 
ties of boards, commissions or officers. In 
addition, he can appoint members to all 
county boards and commissions, subject to 
county board approval. The law also allows 
that the administrator can appoint a full- 
time administrative assistant and addition- 
al staff assistants, if necessary.
